Mrs. Dora J. Tisdell delivered ——_ -pre- 
pared address on ‘“‘ ihe Care of Girls in Indus- 
trial Schools.”” She thought it uo wonder that, 
in view of the manifold temptations of the 
world, so many atris, destitute of parents or 
friends, go to the bad. For such helpless ones 
the Industrial School afforded a home, and, 
thanks to the wisaom of the last Legislatare, its 
existence was now a fixed fact. In foreign 
lands Queens and Empresses had not dis- 
dained to visit and take an interest in 
institutions of this character, and in 
America there were not wanting examples of 
almost regal muuificence.

THE CANADIAN PACMIC RAILWAY. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway has re- 
cently received 9 new imeptus. Sir Jonw 
A. Macponaxp, the Canadian Prime Minister, 
has been in England urging the Imperial 
Government to indorse or guarantee the 
bonds of the Dominion to the sum of 
$100,000,000, with which bonds the road is 
to be built. The recent most extraordinary 
statements of Mr. Disnazxi as to the present 
and prospective condition of Manitoba, as 
the present and future refage of the Ameri- 
can people seeking fertile lands and happy 
homes, may be considered as due to the ex- 
aggerated representations of the plausible 
Canadian Minister. Itis now understood 
that the subsidy asked has met the favor of 
the English Government, and that it will be 
recommended as a Mini@terial measure at 
the next, meeting of Pafliament. 

The history of this railway has some in- 
terest. "Before the panic, the Dominion, as 
an inducement to Columbie to enter the 
Canadian Confederacy, promised to build a 
railroad from the St. Lawrence to the Pacific 
Ooast, through British America. Szubse- 
quently, Sir Jon A. Macponaup, then, as 
now, Premier, was detected in engineering, 
after the American style, a COredit-Mobilier 
job, and wae driven out of the Government in 
disgrace. The matter has rested since then 
without action. Last year, under the protect- 
ive craze, MacponNaLD was restored to power, 
and the railroad to the Pacific has been re- 
vived. The visit to England to interest the 
Imperial Government has been so far suc- 
cessful, but that success to be complete de- 
pends on the favorable action of Parliament. 

In the meantime thé whole Dominion is 
excited. ‘The road is to start from Montreal, 
and, proceeding northwest, skirt the north 
shore of Lake Superier to Fort William, 
which is to be the port on Lake Superior ; 
this is to be the summer outlet from the 
further West from which there will be navi- 
gation to the St. Lawrence. From Fort 
William the road will pass through the wil- 
derness to Winnipeg in Manitoba, and thence 
northwestwardly to the Pacific Coast. So 
much of this roadas lies between Fort William 
and Winnipeg and thence west in the valleys 
of the tributaries of the Red River will pass 
through a fertile region capable of large pro- 
duction, especially of wheat and oats, and 
will eventually be the seat of a large 
population. But east of Fort William 
and west of the Assiniboine and Saskatche- 
wan Valleys it will be through a region 
which, so far as it has been developed, gives 
little promise, either in the way of pro- 
ductiveness or of population on the Pacific 
Coast. North of the Territory of Washing- 
ton the country may in the future fill up to 
some extend 

We have already spoken of the Red River 
Valley and of the region watered by its trib- 
utaries. This district is of the same general 
character as our own Minnesota and Dakota, 
and will im’'time be a vast grain-field, capa- 
ble of a food-production of incalculable ex- 
tent. Of course, this district, to be of any 
profit, must have communication with ‘the 
East. Between it and the Canadas there is 
a dreary waste of uncultivable and inhospita- 
ble land, which can never afford the railroad 
any local business. Through this district 
the productions of the Red River Valley 
must be hauled by rail daring nine, months 
of the year. During the other season, which 
ends with early frost, the transportation 
can find lake navigation from Fort Will- 
iam, through Superior, Huron, St. Clair,

THE TURF. 
MR. HAVERLY SUYS THE JOCKEY OLUB. 

An important event in turf matters transpired 
in this city yesterday, it being nothing less than 
the sale by Mesers. Lawrence & Martin to J. H. 
Haverly, the well-knowa amusement manager, 
of a controlling imterest in the Chicago Jockey 
and Trotting Club. 

In order to give a fair understanding of the 
matter it will be necessary to go back a little 
and state the facts connected with the organiza- 
tion of the Club. In the spring of 1878 Messrs. 
Lawrence & Martin conceived the idea of fur- 
nishing Ohicago wiih a first-clase racetrack, 
and with commen@able enterprise proceeded to 
execute their ideas at A suitable tract 
of land was selected just west of Central Park, 
a iease of it taken for twenty years, and the 
construction of the track and buildings begun 
in August, 1878. Everything was done on 
the most liberal scale, and by a lavish 
expenditure of money the premises were ready 
for occupancy Oct. 1. In the meantime a 
eharter had been obtained from the Secretary of 


| State, and the Jockey and Trotting Club orgap- 


ized, with prominent citizens for officers. The 
track and its belongings were placed wholly in 
the hands of these gentlemen by Lawrence & 
‘Martin, and the -resuit proved the wisdom of 
their action. The inaugural meeting was for 
trotters, and was begun on the 8th of last Octo- 
ber, continuing four days. it was a tremendous 
success, and on the third day, when on 4 
Hopeful, and Great Eastern came-together 
the great handicap race arranged by Col. John 
W. Conley, the manager of the track, not less 
than 25,000 people were present. With such an 
auspicious beginning, it is po wonder that the 
track became popular. Last spring a six-dars’ 
running meeting was given, at which the best 
race-horses in America contended .for rich 
purses, and in. duly and September oceurred 
trotting meetings, al) being successful. 

For the past ten days Mr. Haverly bas had 
under consideration a proposition from Law- 
rence & Martin to buy a controlling interest in 
the Ciub, and, as above stated, he concluded the 
negotiations and purchase yesterday. Being 
seen by a TRIBUNE man shortly.atter the bar- 
gain had been consummated, asked what 

intentions in regard to the track were, he 
said that as yet ne had, of course, nothing defi- 
nit to say regarding future operations except in 
a weoeral way. He intended to givetwo trotting 
and two runping meetings each year. The first 
rpnaing meeting would begin on the week of 

e Fourth of July, and continue two weeks, 
racing being given on alternate daya. The sec- 
ond gathering of the thoroughbreds would be in 
the latter part of August, six days’ racing 
to be given on alternate dsys. The first 
trotting meeting would be in June and the sec- 
ond in October. He intended to run the track 
as @ part of his show business, and would give 
the people of Chicago the greatest novelties and 
attraction to be had in the way of fast horse- 
flesh. He was acquainted with horsemen in all 
parte of the country, and during a recent visit 
to Kentucky the race-horse men of that State 
had assered him of their cordial support in case 
he controlled the Obicago track. races, and 
sensational ones, were what the people wanted, 
and be could not afford to furnish ‘them with 
anything second class. d

No Tidings Yet of Prof. Wise and His Com- 
panion Who Ascended from St. Louis Last 
Sunday.

Sr. 18, Mo., Sept. 30.—As the hours go by 
without tidings from Prof. John Wise: and 
George Burr, teller of the St. Louis National 
Bank, the two men wao on Sunday after- 
noon made -a balicoon-aécent with the 
intention of remaining buat a few hours, 
the excitement here increases, and ru- 
mors withvut number gain currency. It 
bas been ascertained that in addition to the 
several mishaps which occurred to the balloon 
just prior to its start, there was one after it had 
gotten under way.

Con Gleason’s case was the first called. D. H. 
Horne, who represented the prisoners, asked for 
a change of venue, which was granted. 

Justice Gansel, who has an office a few doors 
from the jail, was the one to whom they were 
anxious the case should be taken, but Justice 


Bremer bad moved bis office up-stairs, and thus, 
being nearer, received the crowd in the Village- 


The case of Gieason was again called, and, he 
having answered to his‘ name, the trial was 
commenced. D.H. Horne ap for the 
defense and Joseph Wright for the prosecution. 

John H. McQueen, a telegraph operator, 
David W. Thomas, and William Davis, all of 
Colehour, testified that they were present at the 
fight, which took place east of the Indiana State 
line. The battle iasted nearly an hour. 

Officers Martin Murphy, and James Tully, and 
Joseph Spohns did not see the fight, but made 
the arrests on the reports which they bad heard. 
Officer Dudiey, of the Humane Society, beard: 
that the fight was for $25a side. The counsel 
then argued the case at some length from their 
respective standpoints. The Court fined the de- 
fendante $3 and costs, and all took their de- 
parture, well pleased with the result,—the 
prosecution because it made out its case, and 
the defendants because they got off so easily. 
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CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

The trial of Frank H. tHebard, on a charge of 
cruel treatment of his horse,a reference to 
which wes published in ‘T's Trarsuns last Mor- 
day week, came off before Justice Summerfield 
yesterday afternoon. 

The warrant also included the name of de- 
fendant’s brother, George 8. Hebard, but the 
case against him was dropped, as it was clearly 
shown, previous to the trial, thathe had noth- 
ing to do with the case. 

The first witness examined was 

0. C. ROBERTS, 
who resides on Madisonstreet, and is a carriage- 
maker by occupation. He stated that he was 
slightly acquainted with Frank H. and George 
S. Hebard. Hesaw Frank Hebard driving an 
exprese-wagou on Wood street,in the West 
Division of the city, Sunday before 
last. As the witness came down by 
the pew hospital building he saw Hebard driv- 
ing up Wood street pretty rapidly with a loaded 
wagon. This was about noon. Une of the 
young men was driving and whipping the horse. 
Witness thought the driver was identical with 


- Prank H. Hebard, the déefendantin court. He 


was striking the horse, which was a emall grey 
animal, over the right side with a whip. The 
horse was rupving pretty fast, but every now 
and then the driver would let him have it,— 
this, too, though the horse was going as fast as 
it could. This was the only time witness ever 
saw the defendant to bis. knowledge. The de- 
fendant kept whipping. the borse while he was 
in witness’ sight. A gentleman drove up while 
the beating was going on and called out to the 
defendant to stop. Witness had seen the de- 
fendant beating the horse for a couple of blocks 
before be reached the point at which witness 
was standing. He seemed to be beating the ani- 
mal as bard as he could. 
OFFICER DUDLEY, 

Agent of the Iihnois Humane Societr, testified 
that be went with the Constabie to serve the 
warrant on Frank B&B. Hebard, who confessed 
that be, and he alone, did the driving and whip- 
ping on the occasion referred to. The horse 
was a baiky one, and it was to cure bim of this 
babit that he whipped it. 


THE NEXT WITNESS 


was Mr. Joseoh H. Medill. He stated that at 
about noon Sunday before last he was driving 
over on the West Side. Between 12 and 1 
o'clock he turned into Wood 
and drove southwards along it until 
he reached the corner of Congress 
street. At this moment he saw at a distance of 
about one-third of a mile in front of him—from 
four to six blocks perhaps—a wagon coming to- 
wards bim at a very rapid pace drawn by a gray 
horse. Three men were in the wagon. and one 
of them, whom he identified as the defendant, 
was standing up and beating the horse about as 
violently as be was able, continuing to strike 
him with great violence, though the horse was 
ruoning as fast as it could. Finally the horse 
approached the spot where witness was, when 
witness turned to the right so as to give it room 
to pases, as he hada light buggy and did not 
want to risk a collision. As the horse sed 
he saw that it was a small gray, light, and lean 
animal, and that its mouth seemed 
bloody. Witness looked at the 
who turned round and looked at him. For 
forty or fifty feet the man let up beating the 
horse, but be began again laying on the welts 
until be got to the street next north of the 
County Hospital building, when the wagon and 
its occupants turned west. The last he saw of 
the defendant he was still beating the horse, 
which was going at its full épéed, which was not 
very fast, as the animal was exhausted. Wit- 
ness saw two or three gentlemen passing after 
the occurrence. To one of them he called oat, 
*“That’s very cruel treatment,’’ to which the 
gentieman assented. Witness asked the gentle- 
men if any of them knew the man’s name, 
and said that it ought to be reported to 
the Humane Society. He thought the beating 
was dove with a regular whip, with-which dlows 
were struck upon the animal’s back and flanks, 
principally, be thought, upon the right side of 
the horse. He thought that from seventy-five 
to 100 blows were struck while he was jooking 
op. He could not be certain as to the exact 
number, but the blows were laid on pretty fast. 
Of course te figures “mentioned were a mere 
matter of guessing. The horse was deing all in 
its pore and showed no desire to be vicious or 
balky. ‘lhe only desire the poor little horse 
showed while witness saw it was to do all it 
could. The horse wabbied on the road as if ex- 
bausted. 

On bebalf of the defendant’s case himself 
was first called. He etated that his name was 


FRANK H. HEBARD, 

that he lived at No. 257 South Wood street, and 
was cogaged in the city express business. He 
kept three horses, all of which be drove in his 
business except the gray horse, which was vi- 
cious. He had owned it for five weeks. He 
bought it at the Stock-Yards, where it was de- 
scribed asa lexas pony. ‘The animal had a 
habit of kicking and biting at e,ery opportu- 
nity. Witness bad bitched it three or four times 
double, and put it In the express wagon Sunda 
before last, when he asked two bovs to go wit 
him so that if the wagon got thrown into ee 
ditch they could nbelp him get it ou 
egein. He went from the near the 
corner of Van Buren and Wood streets as far 
as the corner of Lincola and Polk streets, when 
the horse stopped. He got it going again, but 
it again stopped, when he touched it up with a 
whip. ‘lhe borse started egain, but again stop- 
ped. Finaliy be got it going again, and, in or- 
der that it might not sgain stop, he whipped it 
so that it might vot lapse from a gallop intoa 
trot, as that would immediately be.fo

George 8. Hebard stated that he was a brother 
of the defendant, who had five of his own 
horses engaged in the express business. The 
defendant started tn the express business five or 
six years ago. Witness believed that the 
fendant treated his borses very well. He knew 
this from the appearance of the horses. His 
brother got the gray horse some three or four 
weeks ago from the Stock-Yards. It was a bad 
adimal to nave round the place, as it was at envy 
time Ifable to injure people who went near it. 
Witness bad seen it kick at people, but, never 
saw it reach them. Witness tried the pony once 
under the saddle. and a little of that experience 
was sufficient. He — it ae — a few 
times, and once singly, to buggy, when he made 
Frank take the animal out, as he was afraid she 
would fills. 

In cross-examination, the witness stated that 
every horse in the barn, which he visited often, 
was well ted. He believed that lashing horses 
and keeping them galloping did not do them 
any barm. lif heowned the horse he would 
submit it to the defendant to take care of and 
break, as he had full confidence in him. 

Other witnesses the defendant took 
good care of his horses. 

The Justice said that the evidence went to 
show that the early education of the sgimal had 
been neglected and that Texas horses were in- 
clined to be vicious, and needed perhaps occa- 
sional severity of treatment. At the same time 
it was clearly found that the beating which 
the defendant had given the horse was 
continued and ervel, and that it 
came under the provisions of the law. Still the 
evidence given in regard to the animal and the 
defendant’s general treatment of his horses 
should be corsidered in extegnation. The case 
in question was an excep one; still, from 
the evidence, he was inclined to believe he came 
under the statute, and he would therefore im- 
pose a fine of $3 and costs. 

Some little talk of appealing the case was in- 
duiged in by defendant’s counsel, but the de- 
fendant thought differentiy and paid the fine 
and costs.

A long -era of 
commercial and industrial prosperity is coné- 
dently predicted for the country, all sections of 
which seem to share in the improvement of 
affairs. The basis of this improvement is 
deemed by the merchants to be sound and subd- 
stantial, hence to justify them in holding that 
the better times, already come, will long remain 
to the peaple. 


Among the more hopeful signs, prominent is 
the fact that the demand is general for a better 
class of goods at better prices, and that in many 
instances prices are establishing themselves at 
a more reasonable profit to the manufacturer 
and dealer, and are paid with less hag- 
gliing by the buyer. The general tone of 
the marketis reported to be more healthy. 
Purchasers are morecarefal in their choice of 
stock; more prompt in their payments. The in- 
creased demand is bappily equaled by increased 
confidence in commercial credits, and the whole 
svirit and tendency of trade are regarded as 
favorable to the realization of the brightest and 
most cheerful anticiszations. 

The dry-goods trade opened this fall with an 
increased demand for all kinds of stock. 
Southern and Western trade is unusually k. 
Both the quality and prices of the goods 
called for indicate improvement, and the } 
ing dealers speak confidently with regard to

The clothing business shows a 
creased demand, although there is no 
on the = of smaller dealers, as in years 
to overbuy. The-tone of the market is 
in every section of the country. The margins 
are reported to be somewhat less than last year. 
In furniture, with an increase of from 10 to 15 
per cent in prices, there is an increase of 25 per 
cent in the demand, and factories are obliged

Leading dealers in crockery report excellent 
prospects for the fail and winter trade, with in- 
creased demand,‘secompanied by increased com- 
petition, and in instances somewhat lower prices. 
The American manufacturers are turning out 
goods as rapidiy as possible, and are said to be 
now ams nearly as much crockery as is im- 


ported. 

The trade in paper and stationery is reported 
to be very satisfactory. Prices ia certain lines 
of goods incline to advange. The imports are 
growing less, home manufactures are in greater 
dem and an increasing export trade gives 
great encouragement to this branch of business. 

Dealings in boots and shoes show marked im- 
provement. Withen advance of 10 per cent in 
prices, the purchases are large and payments 
unusually prompt. The manufacturérs and 
wholesale dealers, who have suffered heavily 
from failures, now bepe to recover their losses, 
and express confidence in the financial 
condition of country.

The Sapreme Court of Massachusetts

of Henry J. Munson, the self-married man, was 
argued before the Supreme Court, fuil bench, at 
Worcester to-day. Munson is an Adventist 
preacher, hailing from Jasper, Mo., ap eccentric 
character, and thoroughly imbued with 
the peculiar notions" of his sect. He has 
had three wives. From the first two 
he was separated by death, and from the third, 
quite recently, by divorcee. Discontented in the 
single state, he advertised in a Western paper 
for a magnetic wife. The advertisement caught 
the eye of Martha A. Eaton, of Worcester, a 
prominent sister in the Advent Church. Corre- 
spondence followed, friendship quickly ripened 
into courtship, and earty in July last Mr. Mun- 
son came East, securing passage on «@ cattie- 
train as a drover.

AMERICAN FORGERY. 


Higtory of a Notorious Ex-Naval Officer. 
Ae English Firm Victimized te « Large 
Amount. 

Dispatch te New York Heraid, 

Lonpos, Sept. 29.—A man who was arrested 
last week for forgery at Mesars. Glynn, Milis & 
Ce,’s, bankers, of this city, has just been iden- 
tified ag William Ringgold Cooper, sn Americea 
by birth and educetion, formerly of the United 
States Navy, but one of the most daring and 
successful forgera who ever operated. Ue was 
Ensign on the staff of Admiral Lee, of the 
North. Atiantic Squadron, during tne War, 
after which he wes given duty in the 
office of detail in the Navy Denpart- 
ment in Weshipgten. He forged the names of 
several Paymasters to the amoupt of several 
thoussnds of dollars, Though well known at 
Washington, he went to the Fourth Anditor’s 
office, coolly represented himself as Paymaster 
at Washington, got the money, then went to 
the pext office, represented timself as 
another Paymaster, and secured a fur- 
ther sum, He was subsequently arrested 
and sent to the State’s Prison. In the 
Navy Keg ger for 1867 nis namie is thus entered 
in page : *“Dishovorably discharged, Act- 
ing £osign Cooper, Aug. 2, 1866. General 
Order No. 80, August 87, 1879.” 

Cooper’s friends represented that he died in 
prison, but in reality he went to Ben Franciseo 
at the cxpiration of bie Lerm, where he became 
a stock broker and committed tremendous

The information came in a telegram 
rom Col. J. J. Brooks, Chief of the Secret Service 
Bureau at Washington, te Capt. Hall, the 
Secret Service Agent in this city, and was to 
the effect thata new counterfeit $5 bill on the 
State National Bank of Troy, N. Y., bad just 
come to the front, From the description fur- 
nished, it appears tliat the spurious Dill has 
the name of John C. New, as Treasurer, and 
the seal is of the “gointed’’ character. 
The genuine note, on thé other hand, has the - 
** scolioped ”’ seal and the words ** Series 1875 ”’ 
in colored ink, which the counterfeit has not. 
The old issue of this particular bank has the 
* pointed ”’ seal, but, instead of the name of John 
C. New, bears the familiar legend ,which, being 
interpreted, stands for F. E. Spinner, Treasurer. 
The bill hasn’t made its appearance out this 
way as yet, and, with this description tu guide 
the unwary, it should become exceedingly un- 
popular when it does arrive. 


The gold disbursement at the Sub-Treasury 
yesterday amouoted to $12,000, making the 
total disbursemeat of the yeilow shiners since 
the issue of the late coin-disbursement circular 
$386,000. The amount of gold on hand is some 
$60,000, made up almost entirely of double- 
eagies. ‘The demand for small coin is almost as 
great as that for small bills, and is fsit here 
quite as much as, if pot more than, at Washing- 
ten. According to a dispatch published in 
yesterday's TRIBUNE, the amount of gold in the 
Treasury in denominations less than $20 
is but $6,197,090, and, tm order to 
supply the demand for small coin, the 
has been decided to recoin most of the foreign 
goid received at the New York Assay Office into 
$5 and $10 pieces. According to the same dis- 
patch, the Treasurer and the Assistant Treasur- 
ers have been directed to pay out goid and 
silver coin freeiy upon all Government obliiga- 
tions, and this is being done both bere and eise- 
where as.largely as possible. he small gold 
coins, when they are ready, will no doubt goout 
in large sums, particularly as long as the pres- 
eot scarcity of smali bills existe. It is under- 
stood that the latter much-desired class of 
money is being printed as rapidiy as possible in 
order to ¢ipply the demand. The work goes on 
slowly, however, aud none have been received here 
since the consignment of $1,000,000 in Septem- 
ber, which has already been exhausted by the 
banks. Another batch is expected, however, as 
seon as the printimg-office can get them out. 
The $60,000 of guld on hand will be increased as 
fast occasion requires. The Sub-Treasary 
balances are reported to Washington daily, so 
that the powers at the other end of the line are 
kept thoroughly posted as to the condition o7 
things out this way. When the supply of a par- 
ticular kind of money runs down, the Treasurer 
sends on enough to replenish it and meet the 
assumed requirements of business for a given 
time, and whenever there is an excess at this 
end in any kind of money, that excess is fre- 
quettiy drawn upon and sent where it is 
needed. in a short time, therefore, small coin 
and small bilis may be expected in adundance, 
or, at least, in quantities sufficient to meet any 
reasonable demand. }

Increased Value of Railroad Bonds 
During the Year. 


SOUTHWESTERN RAILWAY ASSO- 
CIATION. 

Mr. J.* W. Midgley, Commussioner of 
the Southwestern Raliway Association, re- 
turned from New York yesterday. He 
says the meeting of the mavagers of 


the Southwestern roads was uousuailly bar-. 


monious. and no bad feeling was manifested on 
account of the arbitratiqn award of percentaces 
to the various divisions and roads. The divis- 
ions as decided upon by the arbitrators bave al- 
ready been published in Tas Tarsuyz. The 


principal difficulty was in wgard to the division | 


of the St. Louis business between that city and 
Missouri. River points. The managers of the 
Missouri Pacific, St. Louis, Kansas City & North- 
ern, and Chicago & Alton, the three roada lead- 
ing. from St. Louis te the Missouri 
quadrilateral, made strong arguments be- 
fore the arbitrators in behalf of their 


roads. Mr. J. C. McMullin very effectively de- 


molisbed the claim of the St. Louis managers, 
at the Chicago & Alton was not entitled to 
same share of business from 8t. Louis as the 
rtwo St. Louis lines, He presented his 
claim in such a strong and incontrovertible man- 
ner that the arbitrators could not do otherwise 
than award his road 83 per cent, or one-third 
of the business. It was left to the two St. Louis 
lines to divide the other per cent in any 
way they saw fit. The St. Louis magacers, 
though decision was not exactly to their lik- 
ing, accepted the award in good grace and made 
no complaiot. They bave no doubt found out 
during the last six months that the Chicago & 
Alton is not only able to secure one-third.of the 
business, bat considerably more if there isa 
fight, and they therefore prefer to have peace, 
although they did not get all they desired. 
The percentages awarded to the three divisions 
—44\¢ percent from Chicago, Sot peneent from 
st. Louis, and 11 per cent from Hannibal—are 
entirely satisfactory to, ‘ali the roads. They 
differ bat little from the percentages in force 
previous to the greaking up of the former com- 
bination. Under the old agreement the Chicago 
Division received 45. per cent, the St. Louis 
Division’45 per cent, and the Hannibal Division 
10 per cent. Both the Chicago and St, Louis 
Divisions lose 1 per cent, and the Hannibal 
Division gains 1 per cent. 

The awards made bythe arbitrators must 
stand ninety days, as the agreement provides 
that a ninety-days’ notice must be given 
by apy road desiring to withdraw from 
the Association. It is hardly probable, 
however, that any of the wili find 
itself sufficiently a eved to give such notice 
at present, and the Southwestern Railroad As- 
sociation will doubtless run along smcothly 
until the W b ge@ its line to this city com- 
pleted. Then a reapportionment of the present 
percentages will necessarily bave to be made, 
but that only in the apportionment of percent- 
ages between the Chicago lines. For the pres- 
ent, no notice is taken of the Wabash’s new 
Chicago extension, aud the three Chicago lines 
—the Alton, Rock Island, and Burlington—will 
probably agree upon the same divisions that 
prevailed before the late war commenced.

GONE UNDER. 


A Public Stock Exchange in Philadelphia 
Suspends—An Excited Crowd—Nbd Prospect 
of Resuming Business. 

Specta: Dispatch to The Tribune 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3).—When the public 
Stock Exchange of Todd & Williams opened 
this morning business was lively for two hours 
and a half, the speculation being brisk among 
the small speculators on account of the activity 
of coal stocks, but at 11:30 notice of suspension 
was suddenly posted, coupled with an assurance 
that business would be resumed to-morrow. 

Consternation isa feeble word to describe the 

panic that ensued from noon until evening. 

The place was besieged by an excited crowd of 

men who figured up their individual 

losses» all the way from ‘$10 to 
$150. The heads of the concern 
soon absented themselves, after making a state- 
ment that the suspension was.due entirely to 
the sudden rise in coal stocks, and in no way 
affected the houses which they also conduct in 
New York and Boston. The creditors weré as- 
stared that they had already received more 
money fh the shape of profits than they had in- 
vested, and that, in addition, they would be 
paia their claims in full. The patrons of the 
place, however, refused to be comforted, ridi- 
culed the statement that business would 
be resumed this morning, and talked 
threateningly of criminal snits, charg- 
ing the firm. with having received 


money alter the members knew they were ip- 
suivent. When the. angry speculators became 
too demonstrative one of the employes would 
mingle with the crowd and pour oil on the 
troubied waters, with the assurance that E. W. 
Todd, the head of the house, would be responsi- 
ble for all the debts of the concern, which were 
only between $15,000 and $25,000, and that ne 
was one of the solid men of New York, 
and owner .of at least $200,000 worth 
of real estate in that city. 
About 3 ch was received 


o'clock a dispat 
that the New York house of Todd & Williams 
had alse suspended, and the odds climbed up to 
a bundredtoone against a resumption of busi- 
ness to-morrow, and the bopes of the patrons 
of the place weat down to zero. No statement 
could be obtained from any of the atteches of 
the “ Exchange ’’ beside that contained above, 
except the assertion that Todd & Williams, cs- 
pecially E. W. Todd, were very substantial peo- 
pie with large bank accounts, and the proprie- 
tors of Exchanges in New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, and Baltimore.

At present no one seems to know (or 
care) what the law is. The prospect of this re- 
form, however, looks not very favorable, if we 
may judge from the failure of recent attempts 
to remedy and supply omissions, owing | 
to class and sectional jealousy and opposition. 
Take, for exam pie, the case of an-ordinance sey- 
eral times p and much needed in the weil- 
built portions of che city,—an ordipance against 
making barn-yards of narrow alleys, obstructing 
them by grooming bo etc., and undermin- 
ing the foundations of bouses built beside 
alieys by washing -wagons against them. Just 
and desirable as was this amendment 
often asked it is voted down, probebly because 
the necessity for is isnot everywhere felt, and 
because the representatives outlying wards 
can gain by that cheap popularity 
which comes from obtaining special privileges 
for the most numerous class, and by @ pretence 
of superior mig oy 4 and consideration for 
“the poor man,’ his horse or cow. 

Yet for want of just such wholesome penal 
ordinances, or their enforcement, many fami- 
lies are apnoyed beyond endurance, and many 
houses are rendered almost uninhabitable by 
the selfishness or malice of bad neighbors who, 
in the absence of law, are not under the rule of 
any sense of propriety. 

Against such persoris a sufferer may indeed 
get a verdict of damages. But few ns are 
willing toincar the expense and vexation of a 
suit, with the chances of defeat through false 
swe packed juries, ora worthless judg- 
ment at last. 

The extent of these unneighborly practices is 
not at all exaggerated. Witbin sight of our 
house are two fashiorable hotels, from the win- 
dows of which all sorts of Miter and garbare 
are daily rained down on to the roofs or yards of 
their remedfless neighbors, who, of course, are 
abused when they complain. One gentlemen in 
our vicinity whose lot rans 200 feet along an 
alley has, almost every week, to remove at bis 
own cost nuisances deposited on or against his 
premises by the rich and pretentious occupants 
of fine dwellings on Michigan avenue. Another 
gentieman, like situated, has a bostile neighbor 
who always trots sround and curries horses 
right under Sis basement windows whenever 
they’are Open and the family st dinner. Oppo- 
sit lives a family who now have to dry their 
washing in-doors because a next-door neighbor 
whom they don’t visit contrives to have a dirty 
carpet to beat or a stovepipe toclean whenever 
their liven is Bung im the yard. Btiil 
worse was the experience lately of one 
of our model citizens, «a singularly con- 
siderate and forbearing men, who, after 
five years’ sufferance (not witbout 
remonstrating) of sundry intolerable nuisances 
greatiy damaging to his praperty, at last sought 
relief by complaining to tne police. The law 
was then partly enforced against the offenders: 
but euch was the exasperation and rage of the 
gang (a boss teameter, milkman, stable-men, 
etc.) who had so long oa immunity and 
successfully defied the laws that they combined 
to cause his arrest, upon charges utterly frivo- 
lous or faise, put him under bonds to keep the 
peace, and then sent him word that if he would 
let them alove in their unlawful doings they 
would let him alone who had undertaken to 
bring them to justice! The picture of the old 
gentleman struck dumb with amazement at the 
effrontery of the rascals reminded an onlooker 
of a well-known scene in Pickwick. 

Now, for apy such shortcomings of the law, 
or defective sense of obligation or propriety on 
the part of citizens, there is founda in mostell 
older—and, may it be said, more civilized— 
communities a sufficient remedy in the restraints 
of public opinion. Neighbor cannot with im- 
punity do wrong to neighbor there. 

In the old civilizations, gentlemen of vulture 
and jleisure, of family, wealth, and position, are 
numerous and influential enough to give a bich 
tone to the general sentiment. Men, and even 
women, must behave themselves iv their rela- 
tions as neighbors; and such acts as we bave 
here descrided, or the lying and slandering 
which are so common among as, could not be 
committed without danger, without social 
ostracism, haps expulsion from the com- 
munity. regard for what is honorable as well 
as just, and a respect for, and practice of, the 
minor morals, descend like dew from the upper 
down to the lower planes of life, so that the 
bumblest mechanic on the Continent would be 
ashamed of that habitual disregard of the golden 
rulé which is almost Ahe poast of . our people in 
the insolence of r unchecked lawlesness. 
Every observant veler who bas tived loagin 
both worlds must bave been struck with this 
unflattering difference. 

For the sad deficiency of our people in these 
eapital respects there are obvious causes which 
need not be further suggested. But the greater 
the deficiency, the more earnest and united 
should be our efforts to rectify it. Intensity of 
greed, unscrupulousness as to means, tie long 
practice of those extreme selfish maxims which 
are governing principles among most success- 
ful men of business,—these indeed are habits 
not faverable tothe cultivation in later life of 
the bienséances of the equal love of one’s neigh- 
bor; of that consideration for others which we 
most lack and need, and which lies at the 
foundation alike of good morals and good man- 
wérs. Yet something may be done toward im- 
provement, even though our upper ciasses do 
fail to give us» the highest standards and ex- 
amples of conduct; something by every 
man capable . of being § act by 
benevolence or duty; something, in. sbort, by 
everyone who is alive to the beauty and value 
of the amenities, to remove or temper the pet- 
ty miseries that are inseparable fromi—honuse- 
keeping; from life itself. The women of the 
land, too, who are foremost in every 2900 work, 
might bere find a useful field for their wasted 
abilities. Aud if the pulpit and the press would 
only do their part, quit their wranglings and 
personalities, and preach up .occasionally the 
good there is in the gentlemanly, we might hope 
to see the good time come when a man may 
even safely lend his wheelbarrow or his stev- 
ladder without incurring the enmity of his 
neighbor by asking it back again.

Prodigious Population-Prognostications 
of the London “ Times.”

Some statistics relating to the population of 
the United States of North America, which are 
printed in another colump, deserve attentive 
consideration. They enabie the readerto form 
a fairly accurate notion of what to expect when 
the census is taken there in June, 1880. They 
exhibit.a picture of progress which cannot fail 
to gladden the patriotic hearts of sanguine 
citizens of the North American Republic. 
In 1775, when Jotun Wilkes was advocating 
the claims of ‘the colonists to’ be inde- 
pendent of the mother country, he told the House 
of Commons that the Americans were a pious 
people: ‘With much ardour and success they 
follow the firat command of Heaven, ‘Be faith- 
ful and multiply.’’”’ He argued, therefore, that 
a people which increased so rapidly in numbers 
could never be subdued. Fraoklin repeatedly 
urged the same fact in support of the same con- 
clusion. Nowadays, this numerical argument is 
advanced in order to show that the independent 
citizens of the Republic must soon outnumber 
the inhabitants of the largest European States, 
aud thatthe New World will counterbalance 
the Old in. all the elements which render a 
nation powerful and great. Though the increase 
is incontestable, yet the conditions under which 
it has taken place are not those upon which 
Wilkes and Franklin laid so much stress. On the 


contrary, it ie still a matter of controversy 
whether the English race is now, or is likely to 
become, as prolificon the Cuntinent of North 
America as in the British Isles. For practical 
purposes it is unimportant at present whether 
there is the same check to the increase of the 
population of New England as there is to that 
of France. The smallness of the French birth- 
rate is the reason why the growth of the popule- 
tion io France does not keep pace with that of 
more fruitful countries. But the United States 
show « steady growth in population despite the 
allegation that the birth-rate among the de- 
ascendants of the earliest settlers falls below 
what itis among the English race elsewhere. 
No adequate data have yet been supplied for 
settling this question. The climate is more 
varied in that vast pg od — in ont corre- 
sponding region of equal area; cob- 
ditions of life differ as materially through- 
out the North American Continent as they 
do - throughout ail Europe; hence what 
may be true of one locality is not ap- 
plicable to another, The expectation of life in 
the United States depends on whether the place 
of abode be in .the South or East, North or 
West. Consumption is the scourge of New 
England; yellow-fever is the plague of the 
South; ague and rheumatism shorten life or 
render it a grievous burden in the Western 
States. The New-Knogilander may either avert 
or else find a remedy for consumption ty win- 
tering in Florida; the planter of Louisiana can 
escape yeliow-fever by spending the summer in 
Wisconsin; the martyr to ague and rheumatism 
may obtain alleviation of hisills by inhabiting 
some favored spots on the elevated plateau in 
the heart of the continent. It is not improba- 
bie that any falling off in the birth-rate in one 
part of the continent* may be the résult of 
causes as special and local as those which deter- 
mine the ratio of salubrity there; that the 
diminution in one piace may be fully compen- 
sated by the excess in another; and that the: 
general average may be equal to what it is in 
this country. 

While the suitability of the New World as a 
nursery for our race is still a subject for syecu- 
iation, the rapid multiplication of the citizens 
of the United States isan undotidbted and note- 
worthy fact. At the beginning of this centu 
the population numbered a little over five mill- 
ions and a quarter; at the census of 1870 it had 
risen to over thirty-eight millions and a quar- 
ter; in 1880 it is expected to reach forty-eight 
milifons and a half. Though these figures are 
startling in their magnitude,, yet they fall below 
what might have been expected bad not a dis- 
turbing element intervened. According to the 
calculations of American statisticians, the great 
Civil War caused the population in 1870 to be 
feur miilions less than the estimate

In other words, 
hed it not been for this dimination a boastful 
orator on the 4th of July, 1880, might have 
been justified in announcing to admiring hear-

In reviewing the stages of the progress, it 
must be noted that,in the earlier days of the 
Republic, ancther cause than thie natural rate of 
increase or the artificiai aid of immigration con- 
tributed to add to its citizens. The extension 
of its boundaries—firet, by the acquisition of 
Louisiana and Florida; second, by the annexa- 
tion of Texas: and, third, by the conquest of 
California—accounts for a considerable addition 


to the population. As there is no ap- 
parent like of this policy being 
repeated, e acquisition of Alaska not 


haying p ad the popular measure which 
Mr. Seward anticipated, and the efforts to 
include St. Thomas and San Domingo within 
the territory of the. Republic having signvally 
failed, the future increase of the population by 
leaps and bounds is not probable. Yet even if 
the lowest aud most moderate calculation of in- 
crease be verified, the aceruing results will prove 
still vaster and more remarkable than those 
which we have set forth. Taking the rate of in- 
crease at 3 per cent, and applying it to the whole 
Centinsnt.of North America, there will be 
176,000,000 df people in the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada in 1925, representing a pop- 
ulation of only one-seventh the density of that 
in England to-day. if we consider the entire 
American Continent and ite capacity for sus- 
taining buman beings, we are confronted with 
figures which resemble the extravagant calcula- 
tions of an Oriental story-teller. 

The stupendous estimate bas been made that 

600,000,000 inhabitants migbt sustain life on 
the Americnn Continent, and it is deemed not 
improbable that such may be the case four cen- 
turies bence. If this calculation were realized, 
that continent would contain a mass of beings 
several times greater than the present estimated 
population of the globe, These are only possi- 
bilities, and, Jike other possibilities, they almost 
transcend human appreciation. Yet it is not 
till we understand the capabilities of the New 
World that we can comprehend the sanguine 
spirit of its people and the attractions it has for 
homeless Europeans. The clearer our view of 
the prodigious opportunities for the emigrant 
to North America, the grea:er is our surprise at 
the apprehensions professed by macy persons in 
the United States lest- their country should 
be overrun by Chinamen and the English 
race to be placed at a disadvantage through the 
competition of the Mongolian. Here it is that 
the figures which we have quoted exercise a 
useful anda sobering influence. They. afford 
ground for the conclusion that, even if Cbina 
he full to overflowing with people determined 
to live, and whose sole chance for existence is 
an exodus on a gigantic scale; there is ample 
room for them on the content which is washed 
on the west by the Pacific and on the east by the 
Atlantic. 

Whoever carefully examines the statistics 
showing bow the population of the United 
States has grown of late years must be im- 
pressed with the rapidity with which the West- 
ern States are outstripping the Southern and 
Eastern. The rate of increase in some of the 
Southern and Northern States is almost 
identical; for instance, the Southern . State 
of Mississippi and the Northern. State 
of New Hampshire are on a par in this re- 
epec:, while Alatema, one of the most backward 
of the former States, is pot mtch behind Ver- 
monr, one of the most enterprising of the lat- 
ter. If Texas be classed among the Southern 
States, it may be regarded as an exception, be- 
cause it seems to exhibit as rapid progress as 
any one inthe West; yet, when its. vast size is 
taken into account, there is nothing very won- 
deriul in its development. Such States as Kan- 
sas and [\linois, lowa, Nebraska, and Minneso- 
ta, are really conspicuous in this rivalry, and 
they bid fair to. continue to be distinguished 
above the others. It ie with reference these 
Western States that the words of Mr. trier, 
in his well-known verses on the Western Pio- 
neers, are fraught with perfect truth, for in 
them the pioncess are really advancing like the 
first low wash of waves where a buman séa will

THE AFGHAN ELEPHANT. 


What Shall England Do with the Unruly, 
Voracious Mammai?.~The Evils of Annex- 
ation--The Aiternative Policy.

The political effect of the tragedy just enacted 
in Cabul is scarcely as yet apprehended by all 
our contemporaries. It is a policy which has 
come clattering down under the blows of the 
Afghan swordsmen. The very essence of Lord 
Salisbury’s policy in the froutier war and the 
Afghan negotiations was that the British Gov- 
ernment should, through a resident Envoy, con- 
trol the foreign relations of Cabul, without as- 
suming the responajbility or incurring the ex- 
pense of governing the country. This was the. 
grand object of the Treaty of Gundamuck,— 
the pivot round which all the negotiations 
turned. Yakoob Khan did not care about passes 
which be knew he could not defend, and of which 
we had military possession, or about hill-tribes 
who only acknowledged bis sovereignty when 
it suited their convenience, and was ready 
to give any amount of pilecrust prom- 
ises about communications with Russia; 
but he was asked to admit an 
Envoy to bis capital, and be held out for days. 
He knew, as his grandfather and his father 
knew and said, that the pledge was one which 
he might never be able to fulfill. Convinced at 


last that without this concession he could. not 
stop the British march,—Lord Lytton was eager 


to go op,—and hungering for the offered subsi- 
dy of £60,000 a year, which, by enabling him to 
secure a regulariy paid guard of 5,000 men, 
weouid have made him imaster in his capital, he 
at last consented; and the Ministry, wholly un- 
aware of the goverving facts,—the popular 
character of the Afghan monarchy, and the 
hatred felt by Afghans for Europeans,—thought 
that they succeeded in all their ends.

complete success. This cheap policy bas failed, 
and, if the objectg of that policy are still to be 
pursued on the‘ lines laid down, the Govern- 
ment must encounter the needful expense in 
money, in Hnelish lives, and in governing en- 
ergy. It must, in fact, annex. 

We need not say that we regard such a pro- 
ect almost with horror. Such a burden as the 

ouranee Empire would be beyond the strength 
even of Great Britain, if not in mioney, then in 
men; would compel a recasting of our military 
system; and would make the safety of our rule 
amidst the sterile deserts of Central Asia the 
main object of British foreign politics. Any 
Central-Asian Moolish who could preach could 
at any moment paralyze the British Foreign Of- 
fice as completely as Cetywayo did, while Rus- 
sia could, at any moment and almost witbout 
exertion, drag the whole British army to a use- 
less and iugiorious struggle in steppes 8,000 
miles from home. It is a misery even te think 
of such a future for this country as the sover- 
eignty of Afghanistan would entail, and yet it is 
to such a future tiat we must look, if the Trea- 
ty of Gandamuek is to be maintained. 

But what is the alternative? The trae alter- 
native is to march on Cabul with a force power- 
tul enough to suppress resistatce; to inquire 
into this tragedy and execute its authors, to in- 
flict a severe fine upon the whole city,—a fine is 
much more felt than e brutality e burfing 
public monaments,—and then to repeat. the 
precedent of 1842, and retire, either within our 
own proper bouo —the boundaries fixed 
by Nature to India; or, if official pride will have 
it so, within the line now calied the scientific 
frontier. We can reduce the hilis to order for 
a few millions and a few scores of good offi- 
cers, and no doubt the work is in itself a philan- 
thropic one. That is the true course, the 
only. course the abler Indian  astates- 
men will recommend; but if that is too bold 
for this: Government, if they cannot be content 
with the old position, if they must pose before 
the. electors as haying accomplished some- 
thing great, and must deliver a defiance 

Russia and the world, there is a 
strong and comparatively sensible course to be 
taken which will meet all their necessities. If 
they cannot afford to retire, and are reasonable 
enough to be alraid to atinex, let them march 
on Cabul, pusish the murderers of the British 
Enyoy to the extent of their power, and tnen, 
either by treaty, or, if no treaty can ‘be ob- 
tained, by proclamation, declare that they will 
pot force an Envoy on an unwilling le; 
that they abandon Cabui to its fate, uniess 
threatened by a Buropean invader; but that, ia 
punishment of the outrage sustained and as a 
permaneat material guarantee for their fron- 
tier, they annex the Kingdom of Candabar. 
With Candahar up to the He)mund in their 
hands, and the city itself turned into a 
Metz, the Government of India cannot 
indeed, rule Afghanistan, a task which it 
ie their interest to avoid, but can deliver 
smashing blows at any part of Afghanistan 
which an enemy may attempt to cross, or 
threaten to cross. With an army sheltered in 
such a fortress, fed by the broad, fertile valley, 
and reinforced by a railway connecting it with 
Kurachee, no enemy could by bility -ap- 
proach the frontier from the northwest: France 
might as well make a sp at Strasbarg with 
a German oer encamped in Metz. We should 
possess a costiy but splendid outpost, which 
must be taken before our true base conld be 
approached.

The plan, which was publicly an- 
nounced a week or two ago, namely; to eem 
legal-tender notes on demand at all the Sub- 
Treasuries, has been found objectionable in a 
legal point of view. Technical objections exist, 
it is t t; to an exchange of gold or silver 
for legal-tender notes at any other point than 
New York. Certainly it is not worth while to 
ask that the law be chen in respect, even 


if it could be done immediately, for there is an- | 


other way of accomplishing the same thing, as 
Secretary Sherman perceives. Moreover, that 
other way is altogether more effective, and 
other accounts less tionable than an attempt 
to formally redeem Jegal tenders thatmay be 
presented at either of many minor points, -It will 
occur te every practical man that the latter 
effort would expose the Treasury to some risk 
of being artiscially discredited. It is physicaily 
impossible to have very large sums in gold or 
silver lying idle at each of many points, and if 
even as much as $10,000,000 were taken awaY to 
each of the Sub-Treasuries, the main reserve at 
this city would be dangerously weakened. ' On 
the other band, it would not be a very expen- 
sive or difficult task for a clique of speculators 
to move several millions im legai-tenders of 
large denominations to one of the distant cities, 
where the soecie on deposit would not. be 
enough to redeem them.
